The Adams county Agricultural 
Conservation committee today urged 
Adams county farmers to attend a 
demonstration October 5 at I p. rn., 
at Carlisle of corn bin construction. 
With the bumper corn crop ex­ 
pected this year farm ers for the 
most part will have to store their 
corn on their own property lf they 
wish to take advantage of the gov­ 
ernm ent’s support price plan. 
Due to the large crop, present stor­ 
age facilities will be quickly filled 
and unable to handle ail of the 
corn expected to be stored. W ith 
th at condition existing it is be­ 
lieved that the price of corn on the 
open m arket will fall below tile 
support price. 
Tile support price operates in this 
m anner. The farm er stores his corn 
by approved methods and in ap- I 
proved bins and then is given a loan I 
by 
tile 
government at a certain 
am ount per bushel. If he finds he 
can sell the corn a t a higher price 
than th at lent him by the govern­ 
ment, he sells the corn, repays the 
loan and pockets the difference. If 
he cannot sell at a figure higher 
than the government loan he simply 
sells the corn to the government at 
the price of the loan. 
No government loans are given 
unless the corn is properly stored 
and the approved method of con­ 
structing binds will be shown at the 
Carlisle demonstration. The demon­ 
stration will be held between the 
Farm Bureau building and the Coop­ 
erative livestock m arket at Carlisle.

Did Premier Stalin double-cross 
the western Powers in the recent 
agreement over Berlin, or were his 
orders disobeyed by subordinates? 
That is to say, is Stalin ("man of 
steel," as Lenin named him) still 
the undisputed dictator of Com­ 
munism, or has he slipped to the 
point where his lieutenants dare 
override his commander? 
That to my mind is one of the 
vital questions involved in the new 
East-West crisis—the most compli­ 
cated and dangerous moment of the 
"cold war” to date. We need to know 
the answer, becau.se the outcome 
of the imbroglio may hinge on who 
is boss of Russia and Communism. 
Tile records of the democracies 
show that at Stalin's second meet­ 
ing with the American, British and 
French representatives in Moscow 
on August 23 there was a "final 
agreement 
in principle” between 
Russia and the western powers. This 
specified that the Soviet blockade 
of Western Berlin should be lifted 
unconditionally and that the west­ 
ern powers would reciprocate by ac­ 
cepting Soviet currency in 
their 
three sectors of the German capital, 
although under four-power control 
and not single Soviet control. 
Double-Croon Began 
The four governments Instructed 
their military commanders in Ger­ 
many to carry out the terms of this 
solemn agreement. 
Right 
there 
the 
double-cross 
started. Marshal Vassily Sokolovsky, 
Soviet military’ commander, prompt­ 
ly threw a monkey-wrench into the 
machinery by making conditions for 
this unconditional agreement. So­ 
kolovsky stipulated that when the 
Soviet food and fuel blockade was 
lifted the Russians should take con­ 
trol of all transport into Berlin, in­ 
cluding air transport on which the 
beleaguered city now depends. N atu­ 
rally the democracies gresF*** 
because it would enable the Bolshe­ 
vists to impose

which the western allies no longer 
would be able to overcome by the 
air-lift. 
Negotiations went from 
bad to 
worse. Finally the U.S.A., Britain 
and France tried to get Ger 
simo Stalin to order Sokolovsky to 
carry out the terms of the original 
agreement. Moscow in effect refused 
to do this, and the three de­

i the United Nations Security coun­ 
cil. 
Showdown “Good Thing’* 
That, of course, may break the 
; U. N. wide open, resulting in the 
withdrawal of the Russian bloc. 
Eddy Gilmore, AP Chief of Bureau 
in Moscow, says the big question be- 
; ing asked by foreign diplomats there 
is: "will Russia withdraw from the 
United Nations?" They also are ask­ 
ing whether the U. N. will founder

It strikes us that this showdown 
in the U. N. is one of the best things 
which could happen. We never have 
had a "united" nations this far, and 
it’s time this situation was ironed 
out.

acre of trees for every five acre, 
cleared. . . " 
English and S cotch-Irish fa rm e r 
were th e first to develop our live­ 
stock in d u stry . G erm ans coming to 
P ennsylvania developed the system 
of crop ro tatio n , the use of m anure 
and lim e. T hey treated their soil? 
well. T oday, a fte r six to eight gen­ 
erations. these lands in some areas 
produce as m uch or more th an w hen 
first cropped. O ur soil is our life­ 
line. If we ch erish , hold and nourish 
our soil,

am ply for us. 
N ature w as bountiful in her p ro ­ 
vision for a diversified agriculture 
In 
P ennsylvania, giving us m any 
fertile 
acres an d

favors grassland farm ing. W e arc 
told th a t in only one other sta te — 
C alifornia—Is there greater d iv ersi­ 
fication of farm products th a n in 
Pennsylvania. 
6 .Million Acres Lea* 
So-called "fam ily-size” farm s have 
heen and will continue to be th e 
backbone of Pennsylvania a g ric u l­ 
ture They average about 87 acres, 
approxim ately 43 acres being Im ­ 
proved or cropland, the rem a in d er 
com prising 
highly im p o rtan t p as­ 
ture or woodland. 
Com pared with the year 1850 we 
now have more farm s but about th e 
sam e am ount of all land In farm s, 
approxim ately 15 million acres. T he 
portion of land in farm s is th e sam e. 
52 per cent 
Today's cropland 
of 
7,372 000 acres is about 1.250,000 less 
than all improved land a h u n d red 
years ago. 
Fifty years ago we reached th e 
}ieak of nearly 225.000 farm s. 19.- 
370.000 screes in farm s and 13,210.000 
acres of crop land. Tile average size 
of our 171. 176 farm s in 1945 w as 
practically the same as in 1900. Al­ 
though we have lost over one m illion 
acres of crop land in 20 y ears—land 


th a t became unprofitable for gen­ 
eral agricultural p u rp o sc s^ o u r pro­ 
duction has been m a in ta in ed a t high 
levels. 
During and since W orld W ar II, 
all-tim e records have been estab­ 
lished by P ennsylvania farm ers for 
production of m ilk. eggs. swine, tu r­ 
keys. broilers and chickens raised, 
green peas and all vegetables for 
canning and freezing. Previous rec­ 
ords were broken Ipst year with 5*4 
billion pounds of m ilk and more 
th a n 3 billion eggs produced. These 
records 
reflect 
the 
tre n d toward 
dairy and poultry production in re­ 
cent years. 
The Outlook 
For next year and som e years to 
come we can look forw ard to little 
over-all change in P ennsylvania ag­ 
riculture. Like "O le M an R iver” It 
will Just keep rolling along, substan­ 
tial and solid, co n stan tly improving 
in quantity and quality. No longer 
able to provide all th e g rain s needed 
for increased num bers of livestock 
and 
poultry, 
we 
im port 
large 
am ounts fro n ro th e r areas. 
We have one of our biggest corn 
crops this year. W h eat farm ers suf­ 


fered severe losses due to insects age, 
and disease. O ats are better than 
i average b u t oilier grains are less. 
We have a record acre yield of po­ 
tatoes; hay and tobacco are better 
i th an average but we have only about 
half of a norm al apple crop, and 
hot w eather reduced tile peach h a r­ 
vest. C om pared 
w ith the 10-year 
average, 1937-46, corn, w heat and 
tobacco acreages are only slightly 
higher th is year, barley and hay 
’’bout th e sam e as average; oats, 
rye, buckw heat and potato acreages 
are well below average. There Is no 
reason lo believe, a l this time, th a t 
any of th ese acreages will be in- 
1 creased in 1949. 
In recen t years th ere has been 
little change in th e num ber of feeder 
cattle, but o ur m ilch cows reached 
a record high of 1,000,000 last year. 
All other livestock num bers are less 
th an average while chickens, broil­ 
ers and tu rk ey s ore well above aver- 


T he point is, Pennsylvania a g ri­ 
culture, over recent years, has stru ck 
a m ore or less even keel, but flexible 
to th e degree th a t supply can be 
increased or decreased as found n e ­ 
cessary by farm ers who are on th e 
doorstep of th e greatest m arkets In 
the w o(ld.
